RONNIE SCHELL Besides appearing on "The Andy Griffith Show," "Gomer 
Pyle U.S.M.C" and as a regular on "The Jim Nabor's Hour," Ronnie's television 
appearances include co-starring for three years as Mario Thomas' agent "Harvey 
Peck" on ABC's "That Girl" and guest starring on top rated TV series like "General 
Hospital," "Yes, Dear," and "Coach." His films include: "Jetsons, The Movie" and 
"Rover Dangerfield, ""Fatal Instinct" and "Revenge of the Red Baron," with Mickey 
Rooney and Laraine Newman. Ronnie also co-starred in a comedy video with Tim 
Conway called, "Dorf Goes Fishing."

American Style." She has appeared in movies with Andy Griffith and Don Knotts. 

ELIZABETH MACRAE Elizabeth MacRae has appeared in motion pictures and 
on many television shows in the course of her acting career. Her movie roles 
include appearances in Francis Ford Coppola's "The Conversation," "For Love or 
Money," "The Incredible Mr. Limpet," "Everything's Ducky," and others.
